Yet, is there not something | 
more than deference and respect | 
involved in genuine courtesy? In- 
deed there is. It is love for man- | 
kind. Henry Drummond has | 
spoken of courtesy as “love in lit- 
tle things.” 

If one truly loves, does he not 
express that love in even his least 
contact with others—in thought- 
fulness for others, in deeds of 
kindness, in little helpful acts, all 
of which constitute what we are 
pleased to call courtesy? | 

Mary Baker Eddy, the Discov- | 
erer and Founder of Christian | 
Science, in her ‘Miscellaneous | 
Writings,” says (p. 250): “Love 
is not something put upon a shelf, 
to be taken down on rare occa- 
sions with sugar-tongs and laid on | 
a rose-leat. I make strong de- | 
mands on love, call for active wit- | 
nesses to prove it, and noble sac- 
rifices and grand achievements as 
its results.” And she also says. 
“As a human quality, the glorious 
significance of affection is more 
than words: it is the tender, un- | 
selfish deed done in secret; the 
silent, ceaseless prayer; the self- | 
forgetful heart that overflows.” 

The Apostle Peter admonished 
thus (I Peter 3:8, 9): ‘‘Be ye all 
of one mind, having compassion 
one of another, love as brethren, 
be pitiful, be courteous: not ren- 
dering evil for evil, or railing for 
railing: but contrariwise bless- 
ing.” 

The dictionary defines “‘court- 
esy,” in part, as ‘‘an act of kird- 
ness, or favor performed with po- 
liteness.”” But what, then, is the 
source of inherent kindliness and 
considerateness? ... 

The real man is not the mortal, 
so-called man, who may or may 
not be kind. The man of God’s 
creating is His own image and 
likeness, as stated in Genesis. And 
since God is Love, man is the for- 
ever expression of Love; hence 
love and kindness are inherent 
qualities of the real man. 

But one may ask, Why do some

MONTREAL.—Fires—60 per cent 
of which could have been prevented 
—destroyed property valued at $25,- 
899,180, the report of the Canadian 
Underwriters association for 1938 re- 
veals. 

There were 44,104 fires in Canada 
during 1933 and 13,719 which caused 
damage amounting to $2,426,597 
were the result of smokers’ care- 
lessness and matches, the report 
said. Stoves, furnaces, pipes and 
boilers started 3,972 outbreaks with 
208. 

Wiring and electric appliances 
were the cause of 2,625 fires, while 
defective chimneys and flues started 
3,870 fires causing property valuéd 
at $1,690,267 to go up in smoke
